pose SB a martyr. The prospect of the 
approaching nomination of Gen. Grant 
haii excited General Henderson to em- 
ploy all his energies in "getting square 
with the ex-president.

THE TROUBLE IN COOK. 


Petlic *tt«ation fa BOW geiemily 
nenid to the unfortunate dd&calty 
listing among the Republicans of Cook 
ounty, the effects of which are likely 
to be far-reaching in their bearing upon 
he question of the Chicago nomination. 
We bare carefully read tbe reports of 
loth sides to the controversy, with ref- 
erence to the proceedings which cul- 
minated in the holding of two county 
conventions, and while it is altogether 
ikely that—as in most difficulties of 
this nature—.there was wrong on both 
sides, it cannot be denied that the 
course of the majority had in it every 


vidence of a preconcerted arrange- 
ment to ignore the rights of the minor 
ty and force the selection of a solid 
anti-Grant delegation, ly retorting to 
mtthods unknown in a Cook county Be 
wXKcan convention. It should not be 
orgotten that, while the delegates 
rom Cook have always been nominally 
chosen in a general county convention, 
the practice has been to permit each of 
the senatorial district! in the county to 
name its own delegates. In the state 
convention Cook is not called as all 
the other counties are, bat is divided 
and called by districts. The district is 
the unit of representation in its case, 
and not the county, as is the custom 
with reference to the balance of the 
state. This rule was adopted years ago, 
leeause of cumbersomeness of the en- 
tire delegation, and for the very purpose 
of preventing just such a state of affairs 
as now exists. At the primaries held 
last Saturday the Grant men carried 
three out of the seven senatorial dis- 
tricts, and they had a right to expect 
that they would be permitted to select 
3rant delegates from these three dis- 
tricts, because such a course would 
bave been in strict accordance with the 
custom that has so long prevailed, and 
which is so eminently fair and proper. 
They did not ask or expect the Blaine- 
Wtshburne party should give them a 
a portion of the delegates from the 
other four districts in which they (the 
3rant men) were in the minority, but 
conceded the right of the majority to 
he entire delegations in these divisions 
of the county. The leaders of the ma- 
ority also conceded this point, imme- 
diately after the primaries, and the 
Tribune of Sunday announced that the 
jirant men would have 36 of the 92 
delegates to the state convention, but 
matters were ordered differently on 
Monday morning, when it was boastingly 
announced by the Blaine leaders that 


,bey would force the selection of a solid 
anti-Grant delegation. 
When it is re 


membercd that the primaries showed 
a plurality of Grant Republicans, and 
that the followers of Blaine had only 
a meager minority of the popular vote, 
the cbeekiness of this determination 
will be better appreciated. 


We believe we have given a fair 


statement of tbe case. What will be 


the 
end can only be guessed 


at as yet, but it is 
to be de- 


plored that the Republicans of Cook 
eounty should not be able to settle 
their own differences, and that the state 
convention—which has plenty of busi 
ness of its own to attend to—must be 
come the umpire in tbe .decision of a 
controversy that could not possibly have 
arisen but for the persistent efforts of a 
lot of malcontents, and disorganizers, 
who are never happy except when they 
have an opportunity to exhibit the in- 
herent wickedness of their natures. 


THAT chronic grumbler, the New 


lork Nation, opposes Grant, but 
thus expresses itself on the third-term 
bugaboo: 


Frankly, we do not think that a ten- 


dency to give third terms to enlighten 
ed civilians who have proved their skill 
efficiency, integrity, and judgment in 
their two previous terms would, of it

Six hundred of the 756 delegates who 
ill compose the Chicago eonferfoa 


have been sleeted. They coa* from 
wenty-eight states and six territories. 
Ten states and three territories are 
till to elect. Of these 600 delegates, 
he Tribune, after a most careful exam- 
nation of the conflicting claims of the 
partisans of the various candidate*, ft*. 
signs 241 to Senator Blaine, 224 to 
General Grant, 91 to Secretary Sherman, 
31 Senator Edmunds, and 13 to Hon. 
3. B. Washburne. This gives no can- 
didate a majority of the convention, 
379 votes. Mr. Blaine lacks 133 votes, 
General Grant 155, Secretary Sher- 
man 288, and Mr. Edmunds 
366. 


In making this estimate the Tribune 
assigns to Mr. Btaine only 14 of the 
New York delegates and 25 of the 
Pennsylvania delegates, although the 
Blaine club at Washington claims 22 
of the former and 28 of the latter. 
The estimate is made on the snpposi- 
ion that the Chicago convention will 
decide that tbe unit rale cannot be en- 
forced, in accordance with unvarying 
precedent. When the question 
ip in the Cincinnati convention of 1876, 
Chairman McPherson decided 
that 


:ach and every member had the right 
to vote his sentiments in the conven- 
tion. Aa appeal was taken from the 
ruling, and the convention sustained 
the chair by a vote of 395 to 359. 
During the debate, the Hon. Eugene 
Hale called attention to the fact that 
the same question arose in the conven- 
tion which nominated Grant in 1868, 
and was decided in the same way by an 
overwhelming majority. 


In order that all sides may have a 


fair hearing, the estimates of the im- 
mediate representatives of the leading 
candidates are given with that of the 
Tribune. 
The Blaine and Sherman 


estimates are made by tbe Washington 
clubs of those candidates, and the 
Jrant estimate is made by Hon. A. M. 
31app, editor of the Grant newspaper 
at Washington. The Sherman estimate 
is given on him only. 


The states which are still to elect 


delegates are Nevada on May 11, Plor- 
da, Michigan and West Virginia on 
Way 12, Illinois, Nebraska and Minne- 
sota on May 19, Alabama on May 20, 
Louisiana on May 24, and Colorado on 
May 25. They will elect 146 delegates. 
There are four to be elected in Massa- 
chusetts, and six from the territories. 
3f these states Michigan,Colorado, West 
Virginia, Nebraska, Nevada and Minne 
sota are counted as certain for Blaine, 
nving him 60 more votes, carrying his 
lotal up to 281. 
Grant hopes for ihe 


solid delegations of Florida and Ala- 
jama—28 rotes—but he is sure of only 
a portion of Louisiana's 16 votes, and a 
portion only of Illinois' 42. There is 
;be best reason also for thinking that 
Alabama and Florida will be divided. 
Nevertheless, giving him all the votes 
of these four states, Alabama 20, Florida 
8, Louisiana 16, and Illinois 42, he will 
get only 86 votes, bringing bis total 


to 210, or 69 less than a majority. 


Instead of these going solid for Grant, 
jowever, it is not quite likely that 
Blaine will get enough of them to bring 


vote up to above 300, with a cor- 


responding reduction on Grant's vote 
below 300.

WHEELING, W. VA., May 11.—The 


Republican State Convention to elect 
delegates to tbe National State Con- 
vention at Chicago, meets in this city 
to-uorrow. A large number of the 
delegates have arrived, and the hotels 
and lobbies present an animated scene. 
Among the arrivals are Gen. B. D. 
Fearing, Sherman's right-hand man, 
and public Printer J. D. Defrees, of 
Washington, D. C. The best informa- 
tion obtainable to-night indicates that 
Sherman 
has developed unexpected 


strength, and that the delegation to 
Chicago will be divided between Blaine 
and Sherman, with the preponderance 
in favor of Blaine. The Convention 
will meet at 10 o'clock to-morrow morn- 
ing, and will be called to order by A. 
W. Campbell, chairman of the Republi- 
can State and Executive Committee. 
Tbe Blaine and Shennen men hold se- 
cret caucuses to-night. 


LINCOLN, Neb., May 11.—The primary 


elections of the republican voters of 
Lancaster and adjoining counties took 
plaet) on Saturday. The strife in this 
eity was considerable, the Blaine men 
working hard for their favorite. Great 
chagrin and disappointment are mani- 
fested by tie supporters of Blame on 
the result, the three wards in the city 
electing an almost entire Grant dele- 
gation. 
The country precincts of this 


county, so far as heard from, are solid 
for Grant. The election in Seward 
eounty closed with about the same re- 
sult as in Lancaster. The county will 
send a solid Grant delegation to tbe 
state convention. The republican coun- 
ty convention of this county takes place 
Saturday, May 15, and the state con- 
vention accurs four days later at Col- 
umbus. From now on until then there 
will be more than the usual amount of 
political music floating in the air. 


PHILADELPHIA, PA , May 11.—The del 


tsRates from Philadelphia to the Chicago 
convention had a deal of back none pnt 
into them to-day. Before Senator Cum- 
erom left this city for New York he had 
personal interviews with all but three of 
them and every delegate who was thus 
approached is now strong in his advocacy 
of the ex-president. 


The means which were used to bring 


about this change were of the mildest 
sort. Senator Camron stated with confi- 
dence that Grant would have more than 
400 votes on the first ballot, and would be 
nominated without a doubt. 


DETKOIT, Mich., May 11.—The hotels 


are full of delegates to the republican 
state convention, which meets to-mor- 
row. The sentiment is so pronounced 
in favor of Blaine that the contest is 
not specially active on presidential can- 
didates, but more over two minor ques- 
tions. A hot fight is going on over 
the chairmanship of the state central 
committee, to take the place of the late 
Senator Chandler, but the probabilities 
point to the election of Senator Bald- 
win. 
The delegation to Chicago will 


be uninstrueted, but its personnel will 
be such that instructions would be su- 
perfluous.
